I ha-ve  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the 
Urban  District  of  ‘^hurch  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1945. 

The  various  rates  in  this  report  are  based  on 
the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for 
midyear  1945. 

The  live  Birth  Rate  of  14.4  per  1000  estimated 
population  whilst  higher  than  the  average  for  the  last 
five  years  is  2.1  lower  than  the  previous  year  and 
compares  unfavourably  with  the  Rate  for  England  and 
Uales  - 16.1  per  1000. 

The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
previous  year  being  14.4,  but  shows  a decrease  over  the 
moan  for  the  last  five  years  of  1,8  and  is  hi^er  than 
the  death  rate  for  England  and  udbs  of  11,4  per  1000. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  14  per  1000  live 
births  although  slightly  higher  than  the  proceeding 
year  is  very- much  lower  than  the  moan  for  the 
proceeding  five  years  - 33  and  compares  favourably 
with  that  of  46  being  the  rate  for  the  whole  of  the 
country. 
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Tho  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system  is  higher  than  last  year.  It  is  .41 
as  compared  v.’ith  .20  in  1944  and  .59  being  the  mean  of 
5 years  1940  - 1944. 

Tho  Death  Rato  from  Cancer  is  1.44  as  compared 
with  2.82  in  1944  and  2.72  during  the  proceeding  five 
years  • 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  continued  throughout 
the  3^ear  31  children  being  imraunisod  and  tho  percent aga. 

of  children  no\,’  immunised  is; under  5 years  of  age  28.51 
and  between  5 and  15  years  58.94.
